Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  the  Pural  District  Council  of  Millom, 

My  appointment  is  held  jointly  with  the  Whitehaven  Borough  Council  and 
the  Ennerdale  Rural  District  Council  -  thus  covering  the  Southern  part  of  tho 
County,  for  whose  Council  I  also  act  as  the  Southern  Area  Medical  Officer. 

This  report  is  along  the  lines  followed  by  my  colleagues  and  predecessors, 
Dr.  Slater  and  Dr.  O'Malley,  whom  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  know,  also  a 
pleasure  to  work  with  both. 

The  narrative  and  statistics  will  show  that  all  our  programmes  have  been 
maintained,  despite  a  shortage  of  money  and  staffing  difficulties.  Still  one 
ponders  on  the  future;  for  the  implementation  of  the  Redcliffe-Maud  Report, 
the  Green  Paper  (on  the  administration  of  the  health  services)  and  the  Seebohm 
Report  (on  the  Social  Services)  will  disrupt  long  established  traditions, 
relations,  and  lines  of  communication  in  the  unit  of  administration. 

It  now  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  formation  of  area  health  authorities 
will  produce  an  effective  integration  of  hospital,  General  Practitioner  and 
local  authority  services. 

The  main  outstanding  problem  in  Millom  is  that  of  unemployment.  Despite 
Millom' s  unemployment  rate  being  well  above  the  national  average,  the 
unemployment  figures  for  1970  have  dropped,  due  mainly  to  work  being  obtained 
outside  the  town.  If  only  industry  could  be  encouraged  to  come  to  this  area, 
employers  would  find  accommodation,  workers,  and  a  welcome, 

I  should  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and 
helpfulness  to  me  since  my  recent  appointment.  Mr.  Dawson,  Surveyor  and  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Newton,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  for 
their  constant  assistance  and  co-operation,  Mr.  H.W.  Nelson,  the  Clerk  to  the 
Council  for  his  kindness  and  help,  and  Mrs.  Bradley  for  her  help  in  ihe 
preparation  of  this  report.

MAJOR  INDUSTRIES: 

The  major  industries  in  the  area  now  consist  of  a  Tannery,  Nylon  Stocking 
Factory,  Clothing  Factory,  Sportswear  Factory,  Agriculture  and  the  United 
Kingdom  Atomic  Energy  Establishment  at  Windscale.  A  large  part  of  the  area  is 
situated  in  the  Lake  District  National  Park  and  attracts  many  visitors  in  the 
summer  months.

nIn  1970  there  continued  the  slow  drop  in  the  unemployed  figure  from  the 
230+ . total  at  the  latter  end  of  1969  to  a  December  1970  figure  of  189. 

T 

The  Summer  low  figure  of  134  gave  signs  that  the  position  was  at  last 
returning  to  the  pre-ironworks  closure  days  when  the  June  1968  figure  was  93, 
July,  1968  -  136.  It  was  significant  that  1970  was  a  year  of  more  realistic 
optimism  and  interest  shown  by  people  from  within  and  from  outside  the  area, 
many  having  contact  with  the  Department  of  Employment. 

In  spite  of  the  optimism  however  no  new  major  industrialist  settled  in 
the  town  to  take  on  many  unemployed.  Expansions  in  existing  firms  definitely 
eased  the  local  unemployed  situation,  and  the  arrival  of  firms  such  as 
Slacks  (Millom)  Ltd.,  and  Millom  Investments  may  eventually  bring  some 
significant  improvement. 

The  problem  of  those  who  travel  out  01  town  to  work  still  remains  and 
the  shortage  of  male  employing  industry  is  possibly  the  most  noticeable 
deficiency.  '*

Any  residents  of  the  Rural  District  who  now  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
excellent  service  must  make  their  way  to  West  Cumberland  Hospital  or  Workington 
Infirmary. 

FAMILY  PLANNING  CLINIC: 

The  year  1970  saw  the  continued  activity  of  the  Family  Planning  Clinic 
sponsored  by  the  Family  Planning  Association,  It  is  obvious  that  the  expert 
advice  given  is  much  appreciated  locally  and  Clinic  attendances  continue  to 
increase.  The  Clinic  itself  is  under  the  charge  of  an  experienced  Doctor  and 
Nurse  assisted  by  a  number  of  voluntary  workers.  The  Sessions  are  held  on  the 
1st  and  3rd  Mondays  of  each  month  from  2.00  p.m.  to  4.00  p.m.  During  1970, 

36  new  cases  were  dealt  with. 

OTHER  SERVICES: 

Additional  Health  Services  available  to  Millom  Rural  residents  include 
Domestic  Help,  Chiropody  Service,  Care  and  After  Care  (Equipment  Issues), 
Convalescent  Home  Treatment,  Training  Centres,  various  Nursing  Services,  etc. 
These  are  all  Services  sponsored  by  the  County  Council  and  ar6  under  the 
day-to-day  management  of  the  Southern  Area  Health  Committee  whose  Headquarters

Report  of  Plumbo-Solvency. 


Chemical  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  various  supplies  throughout  the 
district,  suggest  that  the  risk  of  plumb o- solvency  is  negligible.  However 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  have  approved  a  Byelaw  prohibiting 
the  use  of  pipes  of  lead  or  lead  alloy  for  use  in  x^ater  services  intended  for 
the  conveyance  of  water  for  human  consumption. 


(D)  Action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination. 

All  supplies  are  chlorinated,.  When  contamination  of  a  raw  water  is 
indicated  by  increased  "Chlorine  Demand"  the  gathering  grounds  of  that  particular 
source  are  inspected  to  ascertain  the  probable  cause.  Quite  frequently 
contamination  is  caused  by  the  unburied  bodies  of  animals,  particularly  sheep. 
These  carcases  are  removed  and  buried  elsewhere.  The  area  where  the  carcase  had 
lain  is  then  treated  with  lime.  Samples  of  water  going  into  the  supply  are 
regularly  sent  from  all  supplies  for  bateriological  examination  and  mains  are 
periodically  flushed. 

When  a  doubtful  report  is  received  from  a  bacteriological  examination  of  a 
chlorinated  water,  an  immediate  examination  and  tests  are  made  to  ascertain  the 
cause.

Sewerage  Schemes 

The  several  proposed  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  have 
received  active  consideration  during  the  year.  Although  none  are  beyond 
the  preparation  stage,  the  scheme  for  Holmrook  is  almost  ready  for  final 
submission  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  Consulting 
Engineers  are  preparing  final  details  of  the  scheme  to  improve  sewerage 
arrangements  in  Millom  for  submission  to  the  Council. 

The  scheme  for  Seascale  is  still  being  discussed  as  also  in  that 
for  Drigg.  This  latter  scheme  is  linked  with  possible  housing  development 
in  this  vicinity. 
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The  housing  proposals  for  Ravenglass  have  brought  the  question  of 
improved  sewerage  arrangements  to  the  fore  and  discussions  are  proceeding 
in  this  respect. 

The  suggested  scheme  for  Hskdale  is  not  to  be  proceeded  with  at  the 
present  time.
